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ALL INVITED TO LIBRARY DEDICATION 


The new West End Branch ofthe Public Library ofthe 
District of Columbia will be dedicated Friday, February 
24, at 8:30 p.m. Brigadier General Robert E. Mathe, 
Engineer Commissioner, D. C., will be the principal 
speaker. The public is invited to attend the ceremonies 
and to tour the building, located at 24th and L Streets, 
N. W: 


This branch, the newest in the system, will serve 
the West End and Foggy Bottom areas. With approxi- 
mately 20,000 square feet of space, it has a capacity 
of 60,000 volumes. In addition to books circulated for 
home use, the library will offer reference, research, bib- 
liographical, and readers’ advisory services for adults, 
teenagers and children. The new library will be open 
72 hours a week -- from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m., Monday thru 
Saturday. (The limited service offered by the bookmobile 
since November 2, 1959 will be discontinued.) 


The West End Library is an example of modern func- 
tional architecture. The building is fireproof, and the 
first branch in the D. C. Public Library to be air condi- 
tioned. The use of very few fixed walls will allow for 
maximum use of floor space and complete flexibility in 
the administration of the library's services. 


Public services are on two floors. The street level 
consists of an adult reference-reading room, browsing 
area, a bookstack area and a soundproof booth for those 
interested in listending to language, literature, music 
and other recordings; individual study carrells are avail- 
able for the use of students. The second floor provides 
a children's room, an additional bookstack area and a 
community meeting or conference room. (Ed. note: the 
March FBA meeting will be held in the library meeting 
area.) Provision for adding a third floor has been made 
to meet possible future requirements for additional space. 


All services will be open to the public beginning Sat- 
urday, February 25th, at 9 a.m.

BETTER BUS SERVICE FOR D.C. 


We can do something to get better bus service. D.C. 
Transit and other bus companies coming into the District 
are regulated as to fares and services by a government 
commission which controls the number of buses, the es- 
tablishment of bus stops, frequency of service and many 
details of operation. Although its staff is not large, the 
Washington Metropolitan Area Transit Coramission (WMA- 
TC) does have a traffic engineer and other personnel to 
see that District residents receive the best possible ser- 
vice.
